IN BYANS CASE 
Line of Defense Is That Evans Shot 
To Save His Life. 


EVIDENCE ON YESTERDAY 


Selicitor Closely Interrogates Craw: 
ford, of Atlanta. 


WITNESS ADMITS HE SERVED A TERM 


Also That He Visited Evans While 
He was Confihed in Atlanta 
Tower. 


Gainesville, Ga., November 13.—(Special.) 
~The second aay of the trial of the case 
of the state vs, Win Evans in the Hall 
superior court has been unusually inter- 
esting. A brilliant array of counsel on 
both sides has contested every inch of 
ground, and the spectators nave listened 
to the examination of witnesses with 
much concern. No new and startling fea- 
tures were brought out, but the details 
of the killing as recited by the witnesses 
was listened to with rupt attention. 

The line of defense was that Evans was 
forced to shoot Merck in order to save 
himself, and that he tried to avoid any 
previous trouble with the deceased. Wit- 
nesses were introduced to show that 
Evans went to Dahlonega from Gainer- 
ville ai the time of Policeman Merck's 
trial before the city council for neglect of 
duty in order to keep rrom testifying 
alleged 
feelings against him for trying to secur: 
his diagmissal from the pottce force was 
without foundation in facr. 
also swore that Merck stopped at his 
house the morning before the tragedy 
occurred in the evening and declared, as 
Evans had caused his dismissal from the 
police force, he was going to kill him 
and exhibitcd a pair of brass knucks, say- 
ing if they did not do the work he would 
try some ‘ta, pulling from his pocket sev- 
eral SB-calibre cartridges. : 

State’a witnesses teatified that Evana 
ahot Merck before the latter saw him and 


ve fore he had any time to draw a platol. 


Only one witness teatified that Merck had 
a pletol, though several identified a ple- 
tol in court as the one carried hy Merck 
when on the polfve force. This plato), wit- 
nesses swore, was picked up in the street 
sometime after the shooting, about twen- 
ty-five feet from where Evana fired the 
first shot. and at about where Merck 
stopped when he ran into the street from 
the market door. 

A feature of the case was the testi- 
mony of W. A. Crawford, of Atlanta. 
who swore positively that he saw Merck 
draw his pistol] when Evans was seen 
approaching the place where the shoot- 
ing occurred; Crawford testified that he 
was only a few feet away and he saw 
Merck pull hig pistol entirely out of his 
pocket, bu; as he was struck by a bullet 
from Evans's pistol he threw both hands 
across his abdomen. holding the pistol in 
his ¢ bend, CS 2422 

Soliaitor Charters asked Crawibia if he 
had -ever , in jail, and if so upon 
what charge. His answers Were evasive at 
first, but he finally said he had served 
a term for forgery, but had forgotten 


whose name it was he forgéd. He also 


admitted visiting Evang in the Tower. 
These facts as brought out upon cross- 
examination of the witness by the Solici- 
tor created the sensation of the day in 
the trial. The defense introduced as evi- 
dence of Crawford's presence here upon 
that date the hotel register of the Hunt 
house, bearing the witness's autograph, 
which he identified. 

All the evidence was in by 3 o'clock 
this afternoon, and argument was begun 
by Colone! Hubert Eates for the state. 
He made a magnificent effort and pre- 
sented the atate's case in a masterly man- 
ner. He was followed by Colonef H. H. 
Dean for the defense, who made a strong 
plea for his client. 

Court adjourned tonight until 9 a. m. 
‘tomorrow, at which time argument in the 
case will again be taken up, Colonel How- 
ard Thompson concluding for the defense 
and Solicitor Charters for the state. 

Public @pinion is divided as to the out- 
come of the case, but there are few who 
think Evang will be found guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree.

tracts for Lights. 


After the Atlanta Rallway and Power 
Company and the Rapid Transit com- 
pany had fought councilmanic battles 
over rights of way in Atlanta; and the 
Georgia Electric Light Company and the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company had 
warred over franchises for lighting pur- 
poses, and after the rumors of peace and 
olive branches, these two great corpo- 
rations, it is said, may again iock horns. 

In this instance the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company charges that the 
Georgia Electric Light Company is block- 
ing contracts of the former by trying to 
force consumers into a “long contract 
with the latter company by claiming that 
a change in the system will make it nec- 
essary to ed? out all lights about the 
middle of December unless the old con- 
tracts are at once reserved. 

The matter first became public at a 
meeting of the board of police commis- 
sioners Monday night when a letter was 
read which hau been written to the chair- 
man of the board stating that the old con- 
tract with the Georgia Electric Light 
Company had to be renewed at once for 
another year and if such was not done 
the lights would be cut out on December 
15th and no more lights could be obtained 
at all after January Ist. 

The Georgia Electric Light Company 
claims, it is said, that it is obliged to 
put in a new system of underground 
wires by order of the city council and 


put in new transformers. If the old con- 
tracts are not renewed the new trans- 
formers cannot be put in and, therefore, 
the lights will have to be cut off on De- 
cember 16th, 

Along with this proposition comes the

To Prevent Ships from Sinking. 


Boston Post: A French engineer, M. 
Henri Mariolle, claims to have invented 
a system by which the sinking of ships 
can be prevented. M. Mariolle proposes 
to attach to the sides of the vessels a 
large number of bags. Each of these 
bags is to have a capacity of 15,000 litres, 
and will be covered by several coats 
made of qa mixture of wool, cotton and 
Indian rubber, the latter preponderating. 
These bags are to be placed all around 
the gehips, a trifle above the water line, 
and can, when empty, be placed in holes 
in the ship's sides. A strong fron sheet 
then shuts up the holes containing the 
bags. From the lower part of the bags 
a tube leads down almost to the gurface 
of the water, closed up at the bottom by 
a little valve which opens inward; in 
each bag there is a certain quantity of 
calclum carbide. In case of an accident,

In pressing the immediate indorsement 
of the dispensary bill Representative 
Wright stated that the measure contain- 
ed no innovation, and that it was merely 
an extension of the present local option 
laws under which counties with citles of 
5,000 population and over would be given 
the privilege of voting for or against the 
digpensary, juat as all counties now enjoy 
the right to vote for or against barrooms, 
“The bill," said Representative Wright, 
is an exact copy of the dispensary law 
now in force in the city of Athens, Ga., 
where the dispensary plan has been oper- 
ated with complete success for the past 
eleven years, There is no need of attempt- 
ing to conceal the fact that it aims in 
the direction of prohibition, but at the 
same time it gives the city what their 
representatives in the leglalature have al- 
ways clamored for, that ia, local option to 
do as the qualified voters of the county 
think dest. It will not have the effect, as 


gome have suggested, of making local op- 


tion electiona more numerous. If u coun- 
ty votes for dispensaries it cannot under 
this bill vote for and agalnst barroome 
until the expiration of four years. <3 
“Your large counties have been gtirring 
up the small counties that have prohibi- 
tion. Agents of your whisky houses tra- 
verse the small prohibition counties and 
undo what these people have sought to do 
by abolishing barrooms. The passage of 
this bill and the institution of dispensaries 
in the large cities will undoubtedly do 
away with much of this disturbance.”’ 
Representative Rawls, of Effingham, 
took issue in a strong manner with the 
author of the dispensary bill. He could 
see no need for such a general measure 
when any county now had the righ; to 
regulate the whisky traffic by appealing 
to the legislature. “If a county wants 
prohibition,”” said Mr. Rawls, “let the 


people of that county elect prohibition: 


representatives and send them to the leg- 
ielature and the general assembly will 
vote to give that jcounty whatever its 
representatives ask for. I have never seen 
a request of this kind from a county 
turned down. In this way the agitation 
of an election which in itself does a great 
deal of harm will be avoided, while the 
same result is accomplished.”’ 

The committee was preparing to yote 
on the motion that the bill be returned 
to the house with the recommendation 
that it do pass, when Mr. Bower, of De- 
catur, called attention to the fact that 
it had not been read before the commit- 
tee. He said he was at « loss to know 
how to vote unless he knew the terms of 
the measure. After the discussion of a 
few moments tne committee finally de- 
cided that the bill should be read for 
information. 

Representative Tumlin, of Carroll, took 
the floor and in a brief speech favored 
the indorsement of the dispensary bill. 
The committee on the vote showed itself 
almost solidly in favor of the bill, and 
with the favorable recommendatiun it 
will come up in the house one day this 
week. 

Before the bill was recommended Mr. 
Wright offered an amendment providing 
that the proceeds from the dispensary 
operated as provided in the bill should be 
divided between the city and county in 
proportion to the ratlo of population.

LEE MOORE IS REJECTED 


Senate Refuses To Confirm His Nom- 
ination for Solicitor. 


MARDWICK BULL IN THE HOUSE 
Measure for Disfranchising the IIlit- 


erate Voters of the State 
Is Introduced. 


The senate yesterday afternoon, at the 
close of a heated executive session, re- 
fused to confirm the nomination of Lee 
Moore to be solicitor of the county court 
of Bulloch on the ground that there was 
some doubt of his democracy. The nom- 
ination which met with antagonism when 
it was first presented to the senate, had 
been held up from time to time, but the 
action of the upper house on yesterday 
makes another appointment to the so- 
licitorship. by the governor necessary. 
The vote of the senate on the motion to 
confirm was 13 for and 26 against. * 

In the house of representatives prac- 
tically no business was transacted. be- 
yond the introduction of a few new meas- 
ures and the only feature of interest in 
the house was the introduction by Mr. 
Hardwick, of Washington, of his bill to 
disfranchise the ignorant and illiterate 
negro voters of the state. The bill is 
identical with the one introduced and 
defeated in the last general assembly. 
Mr. Hardwick will not press the bill at 
this session, but aa already announced in 
The Constitution, will direct his efforts 
to the passage of the bill providing for a 
constitutional convention. 

Quite an interesting debate eullvened 
the session of the senate yesterday, called 
forth by the bill to provide for the speedy 
execution of criminals convicted of as- 
eaulta upon women. Senator Bell, of the 
thirty-ninth district, the introducer of 
the bill, and Senator Boynton, of the 
ninth diatrict, the chalrman of the general 
judictary committee, were the only mem- 
vers who participated in the discuasion, 
but they each made atrong apeeches, 

The bill provided for the execution of 
the sentence of death upon the class of 
criminala mentioned within five days 
from the time of conviction, except in 
causes Where the judgment of the court 
was supersetied by a motion for another 
trial. Two reports had béen made upon 
the bill by the general judiciary com- 
mittee, before which it was considered, 
the majority report being adverse and 
the minority report favorable. 

Yesterday morning after the senate had 
taken final action upon several bills re- 
ported favorably, Senator Bell took the 
floor and asked that the bill in question 
be taken up and put upon its passage. 
There being no objection, the request was 
granted and the bill. was taken up. 

In an eloquent speech of tive minutes’ 
length Senator Bell warmly advocated the 
adoption of the minority report, which 
was favorable to the passage of the bill. 


Said he: 


“This measure seeks to distufb no le- 
gal or constitutional right today enjoyed 
by prisoners who are put upon trial 
in our courts of justice, but it rather 
seeks by speedily’ executing the sentence 
of the court to put a stop on the one 
hand to the brutal outrages. which are 
being constantly committed upon Ameri- 
can womanhood, and on the other to 
the frequent displays of mob violence 
which set at naught the laws of the 
land, Under the operation of this meas- 
ure alleged offenders will be given the 
benefit of every legal and constitutional 


safeguard which they now possess. They 


will not be deprived of the right of trial 


by jury, nor any other rights which are 
accorded to individuals accused of crimes, 
and only in cases where guilt is proven 
does this measure propose to alter the 


law now in effect. The evils which the 
bill seeks to remedy are imminent and 
something must be done to protect our 
women and to uphold our free republican 
Scarcely a week passes 
without emphasizirig the need of effec- 
tive legislation on this line. I hope the 
bill will pass and 1 move the adoption 
of the minority report.“ 

Senator Boynton, the chairman of the 
advocated 
the adoption of the majority report. He 
said he regretted to take Issue with the 
nonator whose wise judgment upon most 
mutters of legislation he was ready to 
acknowledge, but under the § cireum- 
atunces he saw no alternatiye, “What 
in to be accomplished by this measure, 
nald he, “beyond what ia now being aec- 
complished? Does it make the execution 
of the sentence of the court any more 
certain? Does it materially improve in 
any important respect upon the lew aa it 
now existe? For my part, I take the 
position that criminals under sentence of 
death should be given time to prepare 
for eternity no matter what may be the 
crimes with which they are charged. 
They should not be ‘railroaded through 


the courts, but on the contrary every 


consideration which the law allows 
should be given them. Society is equally 
an well protected under existing laws 
us it could poasibiy be if this measure 
should pass, and criminals who are tried 
and convicted under existing laws are 
dealt with just as effectually as would 
be the case if this measure should be 
placed upon’ the statute books. In my 
judgment the bill will not correct the 


evils of which the senator speaks. This 


measure has been before the general ju- 


diciary committee and the committee has 


reported upon it adversely, after having 
given it thorough consideration. 1 hope 
the senate will adopt the majority report 
and defeat the bill.“ 

On the question of agreeing to the ma- 
jority report, which was adverse to the 
passage of the bill, Senator Bell called 
for the yeas and noes and the call was 
ordered. Wher the count was concluded 
the vote stood yeas 9, noes 8. 

Thereupon the chair announced that the

But when the revolution got 
under way he used his steamers for fill- 
bustering purposes. He had an able lleu- 
tenant in Captain James O’Brien—Dyna- 
mite Jimmy’ they called him, because 
his temper was Hable to explode and then 
things happened.

ficials. I remember once they sent the 
Bermuda up the St. Johns river to Jack- 
sonville, where the revenue cutter 
Dolphin was.
